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INTRODUCTION. 



" The entrance of Thy Word giveth light."— Pa. cxix. 130. 



This little work, unpretending as are its merits, goes forth 
as a homage to the Bible. Its title expresses its character 
and design ; its original gatherings were gleaned out of the 
field of <' the Word," from a period commencing more than 
half a century back, wl^le the writer was yet in the morning 
of his days. But the transcript into the method of this 
little volume had been proceeded with only in part when 
great increase of professional avocations, and other circum- 
stances, led to its suspension during the past five and thirty 
years. Comparative leisure having been since permitted, 
the remainder of the contents has been recently transcribed. 
As may be imagined, the publication of this early exercise 
was never contemplated, it having been engaged in merely 
for personal profiting ; but, as several valued Mends have 
urged the author to send it to the press, in the idea that, 
however humble its character, yet as a testimony to the 
value of searching the Scriptures in early life, it may 
stimulate some youthful minds to adopt that practice, it is. 
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with much diffidence, submitted to young persons of the 
present day, in the hope of ministering to their esteem for 
the Bible, at a period when such daring assaults are ven- 
tured against the sacred record ; and, especially, as it is 
believed that, notwithstanding the existence of works of 
much higher value, there is no other little compilation of 
an exactly similar character now extant. 

Sending the work out, therefore, with this design, it 
may be useful to state the occasion and manner of its con- 
struction. Led by the good providence of God, and the 
loving care of wise parents, from a child to attend the 
courts of the Lord, the Saviour's command to ^' Search 
the Scriptures " was early impressed. A peculiar influence, 
also, about this time, was occasioned by the then recent 
rise of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

In these circumstaijces, while yet under school tuition, and 
residing beneath the parental roof, the habit commenced, 
as opportunity afforded, of meditating on God*s word. 

On exchanging school duties for his earliest official 
engagements, an hour daily in the morning was secured, 
and the Bible became more carefully read, rather searched 
and studied, on a consecutive plan, embracing its whole 
contents, with the habit of meditation and prayer over the 
sacred page, and with reference to personal application for 
spiritual improvement, looking for and seeking the gracious 
teaching of the divine Spirit and His promised blessing 
(Luke xi. 13). 

Then, in order to record the truths and instructions of 
the divine word, two common copy-books were provided, — 
one paged alphabetically, the other left free for miscel- 
laneous subjects, — and to these copy-books the several 
facts, doctrines, and topics were committed, as they were 
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suggested to the mind from the portion under study, accu- 
mulating texts being added from time to time by diligent 
attention in the daily perusal ; thus increasing and ampli- 
fying the evidences upon the several subjects. 

It will therefore be observable that the doctrines, duties, 
and lessons thus gathered and recorded were simply and 
exclusively drawn from Scripture, as no commentary was 
consulted at the period in question, simply an old concord- 
ance and dictionary of the Bible having been occasionally 
referred to. The writer thankfully, indeed, admits that 
the sound scriptural teaching he heard. Sabbath after 
Sabbath, from the pulpit of St Ann's, Blackfriars, then 
occupied by the late excellent and gifted Rev. Wm, Goode, 
very greatly enabled him to receive the spiritusd verities of 
the holy book, and it must ever be an immense benefit to 
the student of God's word when he enjoys pure scriptural 
teaching on the Sabbath. But even, if so circumstanced, 
that he is denied that privilege, the Bible diligently studied 
in the manner and spirit already described cannot fail of 
being attended with a blessing. 

The advantages will be many and great ; the chief result 
to be desired must doubtless be the attainment of knowledge 
unto life eternal, through &ith in Christ Jesus, the divine 
Saviour. Then, the study of God's word will be one of 
the best preservatives from the temptations to which the 
young, especially yoimg men, are exposed. It is too pos- 
sible, we know, for attendance at church or chapel on the 
Sabbath to occur in a heedless manner, and, alas ! for habits 
of inconsistency to be entertained in the week ; but it is 
next to an impossibility to maintain the practice of daily 
searching God's word with earnest prayer and self-applica- 
tion, and indulge in any known sinfrd course. *' How shall

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a young man cleanse his way but by taking heed thereto 
according to Thy word" (Ps. cxix. 9). 

Considering, for instance, the subject of purity, what a 
wholesome support, even to virtuous principles, are such 
warnings as those found in the following passages, viz. : — 
Gal. V. 19-21, Eph. v. 5, 6. So, with other evil allow- 
ances, those habits cannot be followed along with conscien- 
tious, perseveiing, prayerful regard to God's word. 

Not a small benefit will likewise result from the correct 
taste that will be induced with respect to general reading ; 
much precious time, often consumed on books that tend to 
enervate the mind by their false, frivolous, or illusive views 
of life, will be gained to useful and improving, as well as 
entertaining literature. 

Then, again, there will be nourished eminently all those 
principles of truth, blamelessness, integrity, and diligence, 
that best promote success in life and social happiness ; for 
surely, both the obvious tendency of such moral cultivation, 
as well as blessings spiritually attached thereto, in God's 
word, give the hopeful expectation that it shall be well with 
those who thus seek the Lord. 

The author of this little work would, indeed, grateftilly 
testify, in his own case, how much advantage such engage- 
ment confers. Jointly, he considers, to an undeviating 
regard for Sabbath duties (never wilfully infringed), and 
the continued practice of Scripture investigation, in his 
youthful days, are mainly to be ascribed (as means) every 
upholding mercy, and every prospering condition of his 
earthly course. And, humbling as may be the recollection 
of innumerable failings and shortcomings under so great 
privileges, — conscious, also, as he must be of transgressions 
that constrain to deep self-abasement before the eye of 
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Omniscience, — yet, in the experience and remembrance of 
providential goodness and preserving grace, would he 
exclaim, " The Lord hath been mindful, and He doth still 
bless." Bless the Lord, my soul! 

To the young readers of these lines, it is counselled that 
by far the most profiting time for Biblical study is in the 
morning ; an hour, or even half an hour, secured by earlier 
rising, is invaluable ; and even in a winter's morning the 
earnest inquirer may shelter himself against any moderate dif- 
ference of temperature by suitable extra apparel for the hour. 

Again, your progress, young friends, will be gradual, but 
the work, and your ability for it, will grow, and your 
delight in it also. How improving and interesting the 
pleasing task to the inquiring mind. Taking the Old 
Testament, for instance, as preparatory to the New : its 
history, prophecies, ceremonies, and types ; viewing the 
people Israel not only in their literal bearing, but also as 
illustrating the spiritual Israel in all ages ; the promised 
land, reminding of the heavenly Canaan ; the kings and 
priests of old, as Joshua, and David, and Solomon, Aaron, 
and Moses, — all pointing to our High Priest and Mediator, 
the Captain of our Salvation; the blood of bulls and goats, 
to Him who was to be the great sacrifice ! Oh how fiilly is 
the mind led by these things to * * behold the Lamb of God ! ' ' 

Then, in the New Testament, to review all the glorious 
fulfilment of these things, all the precious words of Jesus, 
our Redeemer, and the Spirit's teachings in the apostolic 
writings, and with honest scrutiny conducting" the edifying 
self-application ; Oh how conducive to progress in the 
divine life ! 

Are we reading of penitence for guilt, of faith in Christ, 
of the Spirit's work in the heart, of walking in holiness ? 
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Does some Scripture narrative, or miracle, require spiritual 
discermnent ? 

Is the defilement of sin represented to the spiritual mind 
in the uncleanness of the leper ; its moral evil in the dark- 
ness of the blind, the impotency of the paralytic, the out- 
rage of the demoniac ? May lameness and dumbness of 
the affections towards Grod be exhibited by similar defects 
in the natural sufferer ? 

Is conversion to God, the subject of the chapter, or tak- 
ing up the cross, or devotedness in the Lord's service, or 
self-denying obedience, the realising of the Christian's hope, 
or enjoyment of the promises ? Oh, ever let these lessons 
be turned into solemn inquiries : ** Are these things mine ?" 
** Do I, indeed, experience them ?" " Am I mourning 
over, and contending against, the deplored evils seen ? Am 
I really seeking the spiritual enlightenment, the grace, the 
mercy, the blessings revealed or promised ? and in all am 
I renouncing self, and depending on Christ alone, and His 
merits and sacrifice simply, for my acceptance with God ?" 
Pursue such heart-searching thoughts ; and then again and 
again, be it remembered, to turn these teachings and 
inquirings into prayer and praise over tJie Wordy that its 
divine instructions may be indeed blessed to your highest 
and most enduring good. 

And now, referring to the little work thus introduced to 
your notice, it should be observed that the texts quoted 
are just those that were remarked at the time. Innumer- 
able additions will occur to other students, besides which 
many lessons of Wisdom, Duty, and Practice remain to 
profit the diligent explorer in this mine of divine research. 
The present effort, far from being set forth as fiiUy inclu- 
sive of the designed object, is rather proposed as an ex- 
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ample, that others may be stimalated to dig among those 
riches for themselves. Commencing a similar exercise 
entirely anew would be preferable, using this little model 
as a guide ; and it is advisable, in such an undertaking, 
that the Old and New Testaments be alternately meditated 
on in some sytematic order — ^historical and prophetical 
portions — gospels and epistles — all coming under con- 
sideration. 

And, dear young friends, the study is as ennobling to 
the immortal mind as it is important to its undying wel- 
fare. Certainly it will reveal to you more of the know- 
ledge of the great Author of your being than you can any- 
where else learn, and the best knowledge also of His works 
in Providence and Grace. It will teach you the purest 
morality, the highest and most elevating principles. It 
will also impart to you a salutary and protecting influence 
against surrounding evils. Not in vain does the inspired 
page declare that this knowledge can make its youthful 
votaries " wiser than the aged ; " and yet the tendency of the 
wisdom it confers is without arrogance, for it likewise dis- 
closes those humbling views of self that are correctives to 
the truthful learner ; and his loftiest knowledge will gene- 
rally be chastened by constraining charity. 

It has been suggested that, although chiefly intended for 
young disciples, this little volume may not be without 
some interest or advantage even to the more mature reader, 
originating a train of reflection, perhaps, on the various 
scriptural lessons brought under review, both on points 
of doctrine and precept ; also, as a reference and help for 
parents and teachers in bringing scriptural subjects before 
the youthful mind. And, as the work is wholly unsecta- 
rian in its character, it is hoped that it would be acceptable 
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to Christians of any denomination into whose hands it may 
come. 

And now, having attempted to delineate in what way 
Scripture should be studied with reference to personal pro- 
fiting, a few remarks are ventured, in conclusion, as to the 
manner in which the sacred page should not be approached ; 
certainly not like those who " handle the word of God 
deceitfully!" ( 2 Cor. iv. 2.) Yea, even let the sincere 
searcher permit the caution not to allow a self-sufficient, or 
carping, critical spirit to hinder the blessing. The divine 
word is not proposed merely as an intellectual exercise, but 
chiefly ^^for the obedience of faith" (though the loftijBst 
mental faculties will be abundantly enriched) Bom. xvi. 
26. No ; ** the wise in their own conceits" may be left 
to the flounderings of their own folly, while the reverent, 
humble trembler at God's word, whose lips are unclosing 
with the petition of the psalmist, " Open Thou mine eyes 
to behold the wondrous things of thy law," is the person to 
whom ** the high and holy One" declares he will " look" 
with favour, Isa. Ixvi. 2; see also 1 Cor. ii. 14; Ps. 
cxix. 18. 

Finally, should any spiritual benefit arise firom this exhi- 
bition of Scripture truth, to the humblest sincere searcher 
of the sacred page, if only one young disciple be led by its 
means to the heart-reception of the verities connected with 
his eternal welfare, amply will the individual whose hand 
has penned these lines be gratified, and all the glory be 
rendered to Him to whom alone it is due. May He be 
pleased in His pardoning mercy to forgive the unworthi- 
ness of this feeble attempt to do homage to His holy word ; 
and may He be pleased also to add His own gracious 
blessing, for the Lord Jesus Christ's sake. Amen.

As Hagar was given to AlMraham to raise up a seed 
till the promise drew nigh, so the law served as a hand- 
maid to the gospel for the increase of the Church, or 
femily of God, till Christ appeared; the ceremonies 
being shadows of good things to come, and the moral 
precept {while teaching us our duty) convincing of sin, 
and so shewing our absolute need of those ** good things," 
^ and like a schoolmaster leading to Christ. 

As Sarah's apparent barrenness caused the temporary 
resort to her handmaid, so the great promise of the 
gospel being delayed, the law was given by Moses with 
the possession of the earthly Canaan (a figure of a better 
country), for a temporary dispensation only ; and like as 
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the birth of Ishmael could not make void the inheritance 
to Isaac, promised long before, so the gospel-covenant 
was revealed long antecedent to the giving of the law 
from Mount Sinai, and the " adding" of the law cannot 
disannul or make the promise of none effect ; therefore, 
the spiritual inheritance is of Christ by faith in him 
justifying the sinner, and none shall obtain the blessing 
by the works of the law. 

And so again, as the bondwoman and her son, usurp- 
ing the place of the free, and moclong Isaac, were cast 
out; in like manner the ceremonial dispensation (which 
served its proper place in the Church only while Christ 
was seen in the shadow) being abrogated by the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the true Heir, the sum and sub- 
stance of every type (and who alone can deliver from the 
bondage of the moral law as its great flilfiller), the 
Jews, the children of the Sinai covenant, still clinging 
to the legal dispensation, and claiming as heirs of life, 
because of their natural birth, and persecuting Christ, 
the true Heir of promise and only Saviour, were rejected 
and cast away, till they shall repent and submit to the 
golden sceptre of the divine Shiloh. And the barren 
Gentile world being grafted in, was called upon to " re- 
joice," for she that in former times travailed not, and 
was desolate, under the gospel became the joyfdl mother 
of many more children than ever were bom in the 
Jewish Church, so long the only nation espoused to God. 
This rejection must be the lot of every one who expects 
justification by the law, which gendereth only to bondage, 
instead of looking to that grace of God in the gospel 
which alone giveth freedom and deliverance, and an 
inheritance in the Jerusalem above which is free, and 
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the mother of all who believe^ Finally, we herein see the 
enmity of the world, for those bom after the flesh still 
persecute those bom after the Spirit.

Wisdom, aB emblematical of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The wisdom of Jehovah in the work of salvation. 

Prov. i. 20-23; iii. 18-26; viii.; ix. 1-12. Illus- 
trated, John i. 1-14; 1 Cor. i. 24, 80; Col. i. 

18-19; Heb. i. 2, 8; Isa. ix. 6, 7. 

» 

Besides the valuable import of the words of Solomon, 
UleraUy considered, the Book of Proverbs has evidently a 
spiritual similitude. Under the emblem of the strange 
woman and her impure ways, we know allusion is often 
made in the Bible to that idolatrous worship which pre- 
vailed, and was continually a snare to Israel, leading many 
to forsake the guide of their youth and the covenant of 
their God. This figure, representing likewise the adul- 
terous world in every age, with all her flattering allurements, 
which, having lost sight of her rightful Lord, and revelling 
in sin, ceases not to seduce the simple and unwary. 

But the holy Spirit surely intended also to s6t forth, in 
language so beautifully adapted for the purpose, the divine 
character of Him who is essential << wisdom," and whom 
the gospel reveals as our << wisdom, righteousness, and 
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redemption," 1 Cor. i. 30. Man needs spiritual wisdom. 
Job declares his wonderful knowledge and attainments in 
natural things ; but " where,'* saith he, " shall true wis- 
dom be found? Man knoweth not the price thereof; the 
deep saith. Not in me. Its value cannot be counted with 
gold and precious stones. Death and destruction have 
heard its fame. God alone knoweth the way thereof. Be- 
hold the fear of the Lord, that is wisdom, and to depart 
from evil is understanding." See Job xxviii. 

But Wisdom speaketh. Christ, the God of nature, says, 
" Jehovah possessed me in the beginning of his ways, be- 
fore His works of old. When He prepared the heavens, I 
was there ; when He set a compass upon the face of the 
deep, when He gave the sea her decree, and appointed the 
foundations of the earth. For the Lord by wisdom hath 
founded the earth and established the heavens." 

So writes the apostle : " God, who at sundry times 
spake, &c., hath in these latter days spoken unto us by His 
Son, the brightness of His glory, and the express image of 
His person, by whom also He made the worlds." Again, 
'of Jesus it is said, *' Thou, Lord, in the beginning, hast 
laid the foundations of the earth, and the heavens were the 
works of thy hand." And again, " For by Him were all 
things created in heaven and earth ; whether powers, prin- 
cipalities, dominions, &c., all things were created by Him 
and for Him." 

Wisdom, moreover, is the God of Providence, " By me 
kings reign and princes decree justice ; by me nobles rule, 
and all the judges of the earth." * * When thou liest down, ' ' 
saith He, " thou shalt be preserved, &c., for the Lord is 
thy confidence. ' ' And what saith the Holy Ghost of Jesus ? 
** The government shall be upon His shoulder." ** He 
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apholdeth all things by His power." <'A11 things are 
placed in subjection under TTim who is the blessed and only 
Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords, who hath 
the keys of death, and whose is all power in heaven and 
on earth." 

Above all, as the Ood of grace, how conspicuous is 
Christ as the wisdom and power of Jehovah unto salva- 
tion 1 << I was set up from everlasting," is His language ; 
*< my delights were with the sons of men." Yes ; He is 
** the Lamb slain from the foundations of the world." His 
redemption, moreover, is perfect. His work a finished work, 
and the spiritual building of Zion already viewed as com- 
plete in Christ. << Wisdom hath builded her house, she 
hath hewn out her seven pillars, she hath prepared her 
feast, she hath mingled her wine, and gloriously frimished 
her table." She sends forth her ministers, and this is the 
gospel message, <' Come, for all things are now ready.*' 
** Come, eat of my bread, and drink of the wine I have 
mingled." " Come, for I am the bread of life." " My 
flesh is meat indeed, and my blood is drink indeed." '' For- 
sake sin's foolish ways and live." ^* Hearken unto me, O 
ye children, for whoso findeth me findeth life, and shall 
obtain favour of the Lord." Happy, then, is the man 
that obtaineth Christ as his spiritual wisdom. He is the 
unspeakable gift, ** more precious than rubies, and all 
things that can be desired are nothing in comparison.*' 
Length of days, even eternal life, is indeed in His right 
hand, and His left hand blessings are, durable riches and 
righteousness. Well does the Spirit add that Christ is 
** the Tree of life to all that lay hold of Him." 

But as the favour of this divine Person is so gloriously 
manifested towards His obedient children, so is His anger 
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dreadful upon the disobedient. '< He that sinneth against 
me wrongeth his own soul, and all they that hate me love 
death.'* << Because I have called, and ye refused ; I have 
stretched out my hand, and no man regarded; but ye 
have set at nought all my counsel, and would none of my 
reproof ; I will also laugh at your calamity, and will mock 
when your fear cometh : when it cometh -as desolation, and 
your destruction as a whirlwind.*' Yet, however, Christ's 
proclamation of mercy is delivered in persuasive language, 
'* Wisdom still crieth without, and uttereth her voice in 
the streets. How long, ye simple ones, will ye love sim- 
plicity, and the scomers delight in their scorning, and fools 
hate knowledge. Turn you at my reproof. Behold, I 
will pour out my Spirit upon you. I will make known my 
words unto you. But behold, now is the accepted time, 
now is the day of salvation."

Song of Solomon. 

Representing the Spiritual Union of Christ and His 
Church. 

The Book of the Canticles is highly emblematical, 
and sets forth the person of the Redeemer in the 
various graces and loveliness of His character, and 
as united to His Church ; and it describes the 
spiritual experience of the Church, and the desires 
of believers after Him whom their soul loveth, and 
unto whom Christ is precious. The 2d and 5th 
chapters are selected as beautiful specimens of the 
sacred song. 
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Chapter the Seconp. 

Jesus is the Kose of Sharon, and Lily of the Valley, 
the divine Emmanuel who is all perfection and purity, and 
the object of spiritual delight to the renewed soul, infinitely 
superior to all that, can be desired. He is the sweet and 
blessed apple tree, giving both food and shadow to His 
people firom the burning heats of divine wrath on account 
of iniquity, the fiery attacks of Satan, and the assaults of 
indwelling sin, satisfying the conscience with the wine of 
His precious blood, supporting the Church with His pro- 
vidence as with His left hand, and comforting it with the 
promises and blessings of the gospel as with the right; 
running and leaping over all the intervening hills of diffi- 
culty and separation to His Church's joy; manifesting 
Himself, notwithstanding the wall of our corruptions and 
unbelief, graciously looking upon His people through the 
windows of ordinances, and inviting His fair one (the Church) 
to rise up fi-om earth and sin, and to come away in union 
with Him, the beloved, to heavenly hopes. For, lo I the 
wintry state of nature is gone, the spring time of grace 
hath appeared, the efiects of the Spirit's influences are 
displayed. Whereupon the Church delights in her be- 
loved, desires spiritually to hear His voice, and see His 
countenance, acknowledging with rapture that her beloved 
is hers, and she is His. This is all her salvation, and all 
her desire. 

Chapter the Fifth. 

When Jesus, the beloved, cometh into His spiritual gar- 
den, and knocketh at the door of our hearts, through 
worldly-mindedness we ' are sleeping, sometimes over 
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» 

earthly delights, and are not lively to spiritual things. 
Yet it is not the sleep of death, for onr heart waketh, our 
hope is still on the Saviour. We hear the beloved, it 
may be in the voice of tender rebuke, or gentle chiding of 
His providence. Still, however, the drowsy heart con- 
tinues its trifling excuses. At length the soul is roused, 
our conscience smites us, the remembrance of His love 
returns. We seek Him ; but, lo ! the beloved hath with- 
drawn His seusible presence and comfort for a season, the 
Spirit being grieved. The soul complains and mourns at 
His absence; the unkind reproofs, too, of uncharitable 
companions often wound us, reproaching us with hypocrisy 
or sin. But the Christian still ardently desires the return 
of the beloved, is sick of love ; and while the world won- 
ders at the soul's desire for Christ, in passioned language 
she describes her Bedeemer as the fairest among ten thou- 
sand, the altogether lovely. 

Similar tender imagery of Christ's Union with His 
Church will be found in the following Scriptures : 
Isa. liv.; Ixii. 4, 6; Jer. ii. 2; 2 Cor. xi. 2; Eph. 
V. 22-83; Itev. xix. 7-9. 

Jonah ; a Type of Jesus Christ. 

Jonah, 1st and 2d Chapters. 
" The sign of the prophet Jonas," — Matt. xn. 89-41. 

How far does the type fall short of the glorious antitype ! 
Jesus did not flee from the commission given Him by his 
Father, but came and preached to sinners. Blessed be 
God, Hm message was peace, but it was only through His 
blood as the price, yet " His pity ne'er withdrew." His 
words were, ** I am content to do Thy will, my God." 
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He set His fieice towards Jerusalem, and longed for the 
awfiil baptism. 

Jonah was asleep in the stupidity and carelessness of 
his conscience ; when Jesus slept in the ship, His was the 
repose of innocence ; but the watchful eye of His providence 
and grace never slumbered. He let the cry, indeed, proceed 
from his disciples, '* Lord, save us; carest thou not that we 
perish ?" Ah ! Jesus came into a tempestuous ocean, — 
the sea of divine wrath against sin rolled exceedingly, — 
but He was the heavenly ** Hebrew," that feared God His 
Father ; and for this purpose came He into the bark of 
our nature, that he should be taken up and cast into that 
tremendous sea of the wrath and displeasure of Jehovah 
for iniquity ; immediately this was done, there was a 
great calm 1 die anger of Heaven ceased raging, — ^believ- 
ing sinners, like the mariners in the parable, are now 
delivered, for justice is satisfied, sin is atoned, redemption 
completed. Great was the cry of the Captain of our 
salvation, but He was made a perfect Saviour through 
suffering. It pleased the Father to bruise Him, but it 
was for our transgressions ; yea, ^* He was wounded for 
o\ir iniquities." Three days did Christ lay in the grave, 
but He was delivered from corruption. As the fish at the 
Almighty's command cast out Jonah upon the dry land, 
so death could not hold Him ; He rose triumphant, and 
ever liveth our Hope and Saviour, appearing in the true 
Holy of Holies, even in Jehovah's presence for us. 

Jonah's prayer, too, will suit all the Saviour's seed. 
When first awakened, in the midst of their sins and 
crying, as it were out of the belly of hell, but looking by 
a humble faith toward his holy temple, their heavenly 
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Father will hear their voice, and hring them up from the 
pit of their corruption. 

Again, in every after period, in seasons of temptation 
and darkness, or when many waters of affliction roll over 
their heads, so that they are ready to exclaim, '' I am cast 
out of thy sight," and their souls faint within them, lo ! 
the song of Jonah shall be theirs, " Salvation is of the Lord." 

Ezekiel's Affecting Parable. 

Chapter xvi. 

Originally addressed to the nation of the Jews, but 
spiritually teaching the Church of God, in every age, that 
they are by nature of the same defiled origin with the 
people of the world ; that they are helpless and polluted 
from the birth ; beautifully representing, also, how God 
the Saviour in His time of love passes by, and bids such 
a polluted helpless creature live, — ^washes him in the 
fountain open for sin and uncleanness, — clothes him with 
His righteousness, — decks him with the ornaments of His 
grace, — anoints him with the oil of His spirit, — follows 
him with continual mercies, — unites him to Himself, and 
enters into covenant with him I 

From verse 15, a lamentable picture is exhibited of 
those awful departures which are sometimes seen in the 
Church, when lifted up by self-righteousness and self- 
sufficiency, or from not restraining the corrupt desires of 
the old nature, but allowing the heart to become adulter- 
ously entangled with the idolatrous and sinful world, and 
partake of its evil ways. Shewing how God will punish 
such backslidings, and that sin in His people who were 
married to Him is worse than in others ; concluding, 
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finally, with gracious assnrances that He will yet 
remember His covenant, and that when, by His mercifiil 
judgments. He shall renew the offender again, humility 
and self-abasement will be the deep feeling of the soul for 
the remainder of his life. 

The concluding verses, moreover, contain blessed pro- 
mises of the gospel dispensation, of the calling of the 
heathen world, and of the final salvation of the Jews by 
the new covenant, after their long and sore judgments, 
for their idolatry and rejection of God. 

Reference may likewise be had to the second chapter of 
Hosea for the same truths, similarly illustrated, where, in 
particular, the covenant mercy of the Lord in preventing 
or restraining grace, boujidless love, and covenant faith- 
fulness, are sweetly and beautifully enlarged upon, and 
commended to our grateftd meditation. 

Zechariah's Vision. 

Chaptbbs III. to rv. 6 ; and vi. 11 to 18. 

Realised, Hebrews iv. 14 to v. 6 ; viii. 1, and ix. 24. 

Containing a representation of our Joshua and High 
Priest Christ Jesus, in His gracious character as Mediator, 
when He came in our nature, and especially when He rose 
from the tomb, and appeared in the Holy of Holies for us. 
Satan the adversary, indeed, resisted our divine Lord, but 
Jehovah reproved the fiend and rebuked him, for the 
mediation of our glorious Saviour on behalf of His Church 
prevailed ; God the Father accepted Him in His meritorious 
offering ; the filthy garments of the Church's sins which 
He bore, even into the grave, were removed, and He is 
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now seen as onr risen Lord, in the glorious apparel of 
His own everlasting perfections and spotless righteousness. 
He wears the sacred vestments as the ever living High 
Priest of His people, " after the order of Melchisedec. " 
The mediatorial crown is put upon His head, the govern- 
ment is laid on His shoulder, and all power is in His 
hands to rule and judge for His spiritual Israel, to keep 
the courts of the Lord, and to huild up his temple, the 
Church, " not hy might or power of man, but by my 
Spirit, saith the Lord." 

Li all these things Jesus and his people are '' wondered " 
at by the world, which understands not the mysteries of 
godliness, nor the power of the spiritual and divine life ; 
the being grafted into the glorious and everlasting Branch, 
which hath been brought forth as the servant of Jehovah 
in the work of redemption. The Christian, however, 
rejoices in Him as the foundation stone of Sion, upon 
whom "Salvation" is engraved in characters of blood; 
yea, his hands, and head, and feet were deeply marked 
with the sufferings of Calvary. But behold the splendid 
effects of those atoning agonies, ** Iniquity is removed 
from 1m Church in one day," which is henceforth crowned 
with eternal glory in the Beloved. 

But the person of Joshua may be again considered as 
emblematical of the Church, for we are made kings and 
priests unto the Lord God Almighty. And in this sense 
we have beautifully represented, that none shall condemn 
the redeemed servants of the Most High ; when Satan our 
adversary witnesses against us of all our sins and unprofit- 
ableness, the Mediator rebukes him, confirms our hope, 
owns us as his chosen people, brands plucked out of the 
burning ; manifests himself also to our conscience as the 
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living Branch, through whose atoning blood we are 
cleansed from onr filthy garments of sin and self-right- 
eousness. By faith we hear the sweet voice of Emmanuel 
addressing our hearts, <^ Behold, I have caused thine 
iniquity to pass from thee, I will clothe thee with change 
of raiment, even the spotless robe of my righteousness, 
and I will strengthen thee to walk in the way of holiness, 
and in the enjoyment of my ordinances, now, and of 
endless bliss hereafter."

Our Lord's Sermon on the Mount. 

Matthew 5th, 6th, and 7th Chapters.

Of spiritual meekness. 
Of hungering and thirsting after righteous- 
ness. 
Of mercifrdness exercised. 
Of being a peace-maker (especially as God's 
instrument for making peace between sin- 
ners and their offended Maker). 
Of being persecuted for Christ's sake {yea, 
then, rejoice exceedingly). 
— Continmng^ with important exhortations for 
Christians to remember their high calling. 
They are the salt of the earth ; should they then be cor- 
rupt in life and conversation ? They are lights of the 
world. Oh, then, let their light shine before men, that 
God's holy name and religion may be glorified in the earth ; 
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for Jesus Christ came not to destroy the moral law, but to 
fulfil it. His people, then, who are saved by His righteous- 
ness must follow His steps. 

Again, a spirit of love must pervade the Christian ; for 
how can he offer his praise, and make known his requests 
unto God at His altar, while malice reigns in his heart 
against any fellow-mortal? Let him be reconciled and 
forgive ! as it is also in another place (Luke vi. 27), ** pray 
for those who have despitefully used you;" avenge not 
injuries, but rather suffer repeated wrongs. Let Christian 
morals be seen; men of the world love those who love 
them, and do good in return for good received. What 
virtue is there in this I But, love your enemies; do good, 
hoping for nothing again, and it will be manifest that you 
are children of the Highest, for He is kind to the unthank- 
ful, and to the evil. Be therefore merciful, as your Father 
in heaven is merciful. 

Moreover, the spirituality of God's holy law is revealed. 
A revengefdl spirit indulged, partakes of the guilt of mur- 
der. An unclean desire may be adultery in the heart, for 
God's law reaches the secret motions of the mind. 

Also, sin in its most subtle, and enticing, and endeared 
form, must be resisted, though with such a mortification 
as losing a right eye, or a right arm, if the Christian would 
gain heaven and escape hell (Gal. v. 24). 

Likewise, simplicity of speech must be used in conver- 
sation, abstaining from all oaths and expressions of asseve- 
ration. 

Bemembering there is a measure' of love or benevolence 
to be felt and exercised even towards our enemies, and let us 
study to be perfect, even as our Father who is in heaven is 
perfect. 



82 SEARCHINGS OF SCRIPTURE, 

The 6th chapter teaches 

That every act of charity or devotion, whether relating 
to our fellow-men, or between God and our own souls alone, 
should be without ostentation, in simplicity and godly sin- 
cerity, having the glory of our divine Master, and the good 
of our own souls, and those of others, at heart, contented 
ourselves with being nothing, or without display m the 
eyes of the world ; especially as we are assured a time will 
come when the Lord will reward his* faithfiil servants 
openly. 

Hoard not up, or cleave tenaciously to, earthly riches ; 
make them not the heart's treasure, nor be anxiously care- 
ful for the things of the body ; these things must all perish 
and decay. But seek first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, that the soul may be clothed with the gar- 
ments of His salvation ; and all needful, temporal mercies 
will be added ; for God knoweth what our feeble nature 
requires. Oh that "our treasure" maybe in heaven, 
for where our treasure is, there will our hearts be also. 

And the 7th chapter declares that 

We must abstain from judging or condemning others. 
We are not omniscient, and therefore not qualified for it. 
We are ourselves sinners too, and humility forbids it. We 
shall all stand before the judgment-seat of Christ. The 
lip of eternal truth and faithfulness here engages that 
whosoever (sincerely) asks, and seeks, and knocks, at the 
throne of divine grace, shall receive the good things of 
His salvation. He condescends even to use comparisons, 
to assure us of the kindness and readiness of the love of 
our Father in heaven. Herein, too, is that golden rule, 
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whatsoever ye would that men should do unto you, do ye 
also unto them. 

And we are urged by the solemn, awful consideration, 
that broad is the gate of destruction, and many walk in 
its paths, to strive (agonize) to enter into the narrow and 
strait way that leads to Zion. 

Finally, let no man deceive himself; not every one that 
saith, Lord, Lord, shall enter into His kingdom, if they 
are disobedient to his will. 

As men do not gather grapes of thistles, nor figs of 
thorns, so no more will an incorrupt life and conversation 
spring from an impure and unrenewed heart. 

" By their fruits shall ye know them." 

See also chap. xii. 88. 

Our Lord's Teaching. 
Matthew x. 16 to end. 

Our divine Lord sends forth His people as sheep in the 
midst of wolves ; persecution then is to be expected ; it is 
foretold. Directions under it : — ^Look for the aid of the 
Holy Spirit, as your strength to resist with the weapons of 
the gospel — truth, patience, and charity. Fear not them 
which can only kill the body ; and be content as the dis- 
ciple, to be as the holy Master. 

Be not tempted to deny, by word or actions, the Lord 
Jesus ; nor conceal the truth unfaithfully, though painfiil 
opposition may attend its avowal ; they only will be acknow- 
ledged by the Lord in the great day, who acknowledge Him 
under all circumstances here. 

Remember too, that a particular superintending provi- 
dence appoints or permits our portion of suffering and 
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trial ; for not a sparrow &lls without His pleasure ; and 
even the very hairs of our head are numbered. 

Jesus must be supreme ; He saith, Whosoever loveth 
the dearest earthly connection in preference to me (circum- 
stances rendering the pleasing of both incompatible, or the 
separation from one necessary) is not worthy of me. He 
that taketh not up his cross and followeth not after me (see 
also Luke ix. 28) is not worthy of me. He that loveth 
his own life before me is not worthy of me. 

But see how He rewardeth any service done to His saints 
for His sake ; from the prophet to the meanest subject of 
His grace ; a cup of cold water (when nothing else remains) 
given for the sake of Jesus, meets an abundant reward from 
Him whose is the cattle on a thousand hills, and with whom 
are hid all the treasures of wisdom, knowledge, and love. 

The Heart known by fhe Words. 
Matthew xn. 84—87. 

Out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh ; 
as from a good or evil source. Therefore, our words will 
justify or condemn us. 

Oh that men would remember that every idle word they 
utter must be given an account of in the day of judgment. 

Justification by Faith. 

Its blessed effects on the heart and life. Bom. iii. 9-26 ; 
V. ; vi. 

Romans Sd Chapteb. 
How clearly is the universality of sin declared, for both 
Jew and Gentile are all under sin ; there is also none that 
doeth good ; no, not one. The awfrd summary concludes 
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by revealing the deep-rooted cause of man's obliquity in 
the alienation of his heart and affections through the &11 
(see also v. 12, &c.), for there is no fear of God before his 
eyes. Alas ! we know that whatsoever things the law saith, 
it saith to those who are under the law, that every mouth 
may be stopped, and all the world stand guilty before God. 
So, therefore, by the deeds of the law no flesh shall be 
justified in His sight. It is the law that reveals the know- 
ledge of sin, and shews that all have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God. I did indeed esteem myself alive 
once, said the apostle (vii. 5-14, &c.) ; but when the com- 
mandment, in all its force and spirituality, came home to 
my mind and conscience, my blind eyes were opened, and 
I saw that I was dead in trespasses and sins. 

How sweet and consolatory, then, the proclamation of 
the gospel. Being justified freely by His grace, through 
the redemption that is in Christ Jesus, whom God has set 
forth to be a propitiation, through faith in His blood, to 
declare His righteousness for the remission of sins that are 
passed through the forbearance of God (for it is of His 
mercies that we were not consumed), that He might be 
just, and the justifier of him that believeth in Jesus. 

(The 4th chapter, illustrating the doctrine by the Ex- 
ample of Abraham.) 

Romans 5th chapteb 

Then sets forth, in happy order, the blessed e£fects of 
justification by faith upon our own mind, views, and 
prospects, viz., peace with God, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom as Mediator we have access (through one 
Spirit, Eph. ii. 18) unto the Father, and rejoice in hope of 
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eternal glory. Nay, for this reason we rejoice even in tri- 
bulation, knowing that affliction worketh to patience. For, 
under the correcting hand of our heavenly Father, we are 
led the more to remember our sinfulness ; to read over our 
hearts. We are taught many things which the sun of 
prosperity would dazzle us from beholding. We are con- 
strained also to acknowledge the fleeting nature of all 
earthly enjoyments which the bustle and activities of life 
might otherwise dissipate from our thoughts, and we sub- 
mit to His hand in gracious confidence. 

Thus this patience worketh experience of ourselves, and 
not only so, but experience of our God — His faithfulness 
in supporting us under our trials, in bringing us through 
them. When Jesus makes our bed in our sickness, when 
he puts underneath the. everlasting arms, and speaks peace 
to the soul in the soft whispers of His love, how blessed 
the experience! Well may it work hope, so that in the 
language of the Psalmist, the soul exults : " The Lord hath 
been mindful of us, and He will bless us;" and this hope 
maketh not ashamed, for it is a good hopey as the realising 
of it in glory will abundantly prove ; it refers to objects 
which (unlike other hopes) the heart need not conceal, 
because of any doubts in their quality, or any uncertainty 
in their attainment, or any evanescence in their enjoyment. 

Again, as love is the mainspring of hope, and that which 
I love I pursue with ardour, in the face of reproaches and 
difficulties, so this hope maketh not ashamed, because 
of the love of God shed abroad in the heart ; and what a 
motive there is for this love. While we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us ; and we cannot doubt the efficacy of His 
atonement, for, reasoning by analogy, if the offence of the 
first Adam brought sin and death upon all his posterity, 
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much more shall the obedience of that infinitely superior 
and glorious Person, whose merits are divine, and who is 
the Lord our righteousness, obtain for us pardon, peace, 
and eternal life. If our connection with the earthly Adam 
be death, much more shall our connection with the hea- 
venly Adam be life from the dead. 

Lastly, in Romans 6th chapter, we have the moral effect of 
this doctrine. 
What then is the consequence of this free justification 
upon the life and conversation of the believer ? 

Doth the partaker of it treat sin as a light matter ? or 
err under another delusion, and say, '' Let us continue in 
sin that grace may abound." God forbid I With the faith- 
ful, genuine believer, this cannot be, for many reasons ; — 
He is dead to sin, and cannot live any longer therein. 
The doctrines of grace are irreconcilable with it, 
for He is baptized into the death of Christ, that he 
may walk in newness of life ; planted (as a seed) 
in the likeness of His death, to be raised in the 
likeness of His resurrection. *' If any man be in 
Christ, He is a new creation." He is the Lord's 
servant; but His servants ye are when ye obey. 
The sanctions of our religion oppose, for the wages 
of sin is death. 
Thus hath the apostle, in such variety of illustration, 
negatived and condemned the pernicious doctrines which 
are not according to holiness. 

But above all, the delightful motive with the penitent, 
grateful believer, may be found in the sweet verse, which 
reveals also the source and secret of his strength : <' Sin 
shall not have dominion over you, for ye are not under the 
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law, bat under grace/* With generous warmth the Chris- 
tian will exclaim, '< What, then ? shall we sin because we 
are not under the law, but under grace? God forbid! 
Yea, rather let the love of Christ constrain us, while we 
thus judge. If Christ died for us, then we who live should 
not henceforth live unto ourselves, but unto Him who died 
for us, and rose again — the mercies of God inducing us 
to render our bodies a Hying sacrifice, holy and accept- 
able to God, as a reasonable service." 

Upon the whole, then, this is the proper consequence 
and genuine effect of the doctrine of free justification upon 
the heart and conduct. <' lam not my own, I am bought 
with a price, therefore will I glorify God with my body 
and my spirit, which are God's " (1 Cor. vi. 20). 

The Fulness of Salvation. 

Hebrews vn. 25. 

What a blessed centre of a circle of glorious statements 
(in the surrounding chapters), regarding our divine High 
Priest, is this most gracious verse : * ' Salvation to the utter- 
most !" What an adaptation do the Scriptures unfold to 
our state and circumstances as fallen creatures! They 
indeed reveal all our wretchedness as sinners; but they 
can well afford to do so ; for they reveal also a glorious 
and adequate remedy, provided for every one sincerely 
desirous of the fiilness of its grace, and it is sweetly em- 
bodied in this precious verse, 

" Salvation to the uttermost'* 
FOR every one
